The Old New England Sabbath. 
A description of the old New En g ­ 
land Sabbath is calculated to make 
restless children of Hic present day 
arid 
possibly 
some 
of their elders 
thankful they were not born tw o ('en 
tildes ago. 
The' Sabbath begun Saturday after 
noon w ith the going down of the sun. 
Sunday mornkig a hora was loudly 
blown to announce the hour of wor­ 
ship. 
Service began at 9 o’clock and 
lasted fo r eight hours, with an inter­ 
mission of one hour for dinner and 
conversation. 
In the earliest days the 
congregation sat on rude benches, their 
seats being assigned them at town 
meeting. 
The service consisted of sex 
oral parts, which are chronicled iii an 
ancient diary as follows: 
“ Prelim inary prayer or invocation; 
chapter of Bible Tend and expounded; 
psalm in meter, read out Hue Icy fine 
by Deacon S.; long prayer on various 
matters, one hour and a half; sermon 
Of IOO to 250 pages; at dose of service 
baptism; sinners’ put on trial, confessed 
before congregation. M inister C. bowed 
right aud left, no person stirring till be 
had passed down and out of the meet­ 
ing house.”
